Dear Mr. Dulles: 

In a recent communication President Eisenhower Informed me that he was 
"approving the establishment of a National Committee for the Development of 
Scientists and Engineers to function in the manner described in your memoran- 
dum of March 1 6, 1956." 

For your information I am enclosing a copy of my memorandum to the 
President. In order that you may have the full background and mission of the 
Committee , I am also enclosing a copy of the President's statement, a copy of 
his letter to the Chairman of the Committee and a list of Committee members . 

In the statement which the President issued announcing the establishment 
of this Committee, he said: "I am directing all departments and agencies of 

the Government to cooperate fully with the work of the National Committee and 
at the same time, to re-evaluate and strengthen in every appropriate way their 
own activities which can contribute to the development and effective utiliza- 
tion of scientists and engineers." 

I know that you and your associates will be ready to respond to the 
President's directive whenever the National Committee for the Development of 
Scientists and Engineers requests your assistance. Although the National 
Science Foundation is providing secretariat for the Committee, the coopera- 
tion of all departments and agencies is essential to the success of the 
Committee in the work which the President has asked it to undertake . 

I would appreciate it if you would keep this Office informed of the 
steps taken by your Department to re-evaluate and strengthen activities which 
can contribute to the development and effective utilization of scientists and 
engineers . 

If we can provide you with any information regarding this action by the 
President, or if we can be of any assistance to you in connection with your 
activities in this area, please feel free to get in touch with me.
